Malinski Makes a Somewhat Dif- 
ferent Statement. 


Wo Hope of the Life of the Eldest Child. 
The Condition in Which She Was Found. 


Post-Mortem Examination, 


The scene of the terrible poisoning case of 
last Sunday night was revisited yesterday morn- 
ing by a Tarsune reporter, in the hope that the 
discovery of new facta in connection with the 
mystery might lead to its solution. The report- 
er went direct to the house, No. 27 Cleaver 
street, which he had no necessity to identify by 
namber or other description as the number of 
people standing around it in eager anticipation 
of the latest intelligence from inside, where lay 
the dead and eaffering, at once defined it as the 
home of the unfortunate Malinsk: family. After 
a brief parley with the officer left in charge of 
the premises, the reporter gained admission to 
the house, and the officer closed the door forcibly 
in the face of the disappointed clamorers for ad- 
mission, almost all of them women, who, with 
curious faces and excited gestures, reiterated 
rapidly the questions: Are there any more 
dead yet?” Will little Josepha live?” The 
Urst thing which caught the eye of the reporter 
as he entered the little kitchen off the main por- 
tion of the shanty was 

THE HIDEOUS GROUP OF THE POISONED, 
which now was three in number,—the 14-monthsa’ 
baby, Victoria, having died at 5 o'clock in the 
morning. As is usual in cases of death by poison- 
ing, the bodies and faces of the deceased 
showed with horrid distinctness the tortures 
which they must have endured in the last agon- 
izing hours of their lives. The body of the 
woman, which was rrreiched upon a sofa, was 
with the exception of the feet. which were some, 
what distortd, and the abdomen, which was 
swollen to very large size, mrch less cramp- 
ed than that of the children, who lay 
beside ber, but her face, with ite starting eyes. 
tight-drawn and livid skin, and parched and 
swollen lips, told its terrible tale of agony. The 
faces of the chidren were less painful of ex- 
pression, but their cramped legs, twisted feet. 
and clutching hands showed how much they had 
suffered before death came to their relief. 
Hastening from the horrible sight. the reporter 
went to the front room of the house, where lay 

LITTLE JOSEPHA, 

the eldest of the children, «til! alive, but with the 
band of death apparen ly upon ber. There was 
no doctor in attendance upon the child, no 
woman to ease her sufferings. One or ty. 
doctors had been calied, but, after pronouncing 
her case to be hopeless, they had left her to 
die, the squalid appeaiance of the house 
being too good evideace of the fact that 
the pecuniary return for their medical attend- 
ance would prove very slight indeed. The only 
person who seemed to take interest in the 
child was a druggist named Padl A. Foster. who 
brought from his store in the vicinity and ap- 
plied such alleviat ons as his knowledge of med- 
icine taught him could be used safely and with 
success. The fourth child, little Lizzie, was 
found by the revorter lying mn a comfortable bed 
in the house of Mr. Stegmann, just across the 
road. From all appearances the little gir!,.who 
is only 6 years old, will getgover it, and, if she 
does, her recovery will dus to the good at- 
tendance she is receivi.g, and which her elder 
sister lacks. 

At the house of the Malinski was painfully 
apparent the necessity of 

A SUPERVISORY SOMEPODY 

with authority to enforce orders. The room 
where the little girl Josepha lay was frequently 
crowded with idle curiosity-hunters, whose loud 
con vei sation aud vile tobacco-smeke helped to 
make still more painful the difficult breathing 
of the girl. Most of them were neighbors of 
the Malinskis, and the lack of feeling which 
they displayed in a house full of suffering ard 
with the terrible hand of death upon it, see 


to offer the only explawation for the callous 
havior of Malineki since the dreadful occur- 
rence, that the pe ple of the peculiar national- 
ity with which this part of the town is settled 
do not possess, in commov with the rest of hu- 
manity, those softer instmets whicb elevate man 
above animals. 

A careful search, which Tun Tarent re- 
porter made of the premises, failed to dis- 
cover any packet or, phiel which seemed 
to bave  tfecently been purchased at 
a Gruggiste, and became apparent 
that unless the su len Malinski might be induced 
to talk. or the nighbors might have some news to 
tell. there was no prospect of elucidating anv 
tacts worthy of notice until medical science had 
been brought to bear upon the case. 

The bouse itself contamed nothing to pro- 
vide a clew for the discovery of a reason for the 
poisoning. From the edition of the shelves inthe 
kitcheu, it was evident that, though quite poor, 
the Malinskis had enough to keep the wolf from 
the door for some darts, which is sustained br 
the fact that Mre. Melinski was known to have 
in her ion a small amount of money. lu 
conversation with the neighbors, the rep rter 
learned that Malinski and his famity were devout 
and good Catholics, and had been on Suaday to 
church, as usual, and that the father of the 
family was a member in good standing of the 
Stanislaus Koteka Benevolent Society in con- 
pection with the church. They were always 
kbhown as

Mrs. Malluski having the character of being bet- 
ter brought up and educated than ber husband;

THE PROPOSED NEW CHARTER, 

The action of the Common Council in 
passing a resolution condemnatory of the 
bill now pending before the Legislature for 
amending the General Incorporation act in 
its application to Chieago was to be an- 
ticipated. It ought te be the best possible 
recommendation which the hill could receive 
either before the Legislature or when it 
comes before the people for adoption. The 
Common Council is the fountain-head of all 
the corruption that has flooded the City of 
Chicago for years, and it has been impossi- 
ble ugder the present city charter for the peo- 
ple to protect themselves against the Ring 
which has been formed there. This opposi- 
tion of the Common Council to the new 
project for the City Government would seem 
to indicate, therefore, that the Ring Years 
dissolution under the new charter, and op- 
poses its adoption on that account. 

For years the people of this city, including 
our largést tax-payers, our leading public 
men, and all the newspapers, have cried out 
against the irresponsible system of our City 
Government. We have had to contend against 
a loose, disjointed, expensive, and cumber- 
some organization, under which there have 
always been infinite resources for corruption 
and limitless power for the expenditure of 
money, but no one officer nor any member of 
a Board could be held responsible before the 
people or in the courts for the mischief done.

THE PERILS OF THE FUTURE. 

Some months ago we mentioned that the 
indications furnished by last fall’s elections 
of a probable return to power by the Demp- 
cratic party naturally suggested the changes 
which in such a case would take place in the 
policy of the Government. These changes, 
we thought, were perilous. Among these 
perils we particularly suggested the revival 
of the doctrine of State Sovereignty, as held 
by the Democratic party prior to and during 
the War; the doctrine on which Secession 
was justified, and which, in the event of 
Democratic restoration, would again become 
the directing principle of the Government. 

The Republican party having now lost con- 
trol of the legislative power of the nation, 
and the Treasury having passed under the 
legislative control of the Democratic House 
of Representatives, we invite attention to an- 
other peril which is much nearer than the 
people think. The Democrats will have near- 
ly two-thirds of the House. Already there is 
an exciting contest for Speaker. Sam Raw 
pat, ef Pennsylvania, and Ferwanpo Woop, 
of New York, are rivals; but both of these 
men are salary-grabbers, open and defiant, 
and it is questionable whether the “ reform- 
ers” elected on that issue will consent to the 
election of either. The Southern Democrats 
will be in the majority, and can nominate 
whom they please. Policy may suggest the 
inadvisability of electiag an ex-Confederate 
General to the Speakership, and yet the 
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and Massachusetts. 

Mr. Watxer’s plan is that Congress shall 
by act of legislation assume all this debt, 
issuing national bonds therefor, and pay the 
interest thereon annually. In other words, 
that over two-thirds of the people, who owe 
less than one-third of the State debts, shall 
ehange position ; shall assume the payment 
of two-thirds of the State debts now owed by 
less than one-third of the people. 

Gov. Wauxerr, elected to Congress and the 
probable Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives, will lose no time in presenting his 
plan, whereby the indebtedness of all the 
fifteen Democratic States will be sponged 
out, and ita payment made over to the Re- 
publican States. These Republican States now 
pay three-fourths of the national taxation, 
and have been taxing themselves for years to 
pay off thuir own State debts. The transfer 
to them of the $212,000,000 debts of the 
Southern States, in addition to the eost of 
the War, already paid, and three-fourths of 
what remains to be paid, will be accepted by 
the Southern Democracy as retribution for 
the War itself. 

Gov. Waxes, in his message tothe Virginia 
Legislature, points significantly to the fact 
that all that is required to carry this scheme 
through is a majority in Congress. The 
Democrats, it is true, have not a majority in 
the Senate, and cannot compel the passage of 
this measure at this time; but it is one of the 
measures on which they propose to go into 
the campaign of 1876, and, secure of the 130 
votes of the Democratic States, they expect, 
with their promise torelieve Ohio, New York, 
Indiana, and perhaps Pennsylvania, of all 
their debts, towin the Electoral votes required 
to give them a majority. Should the Demo- 

crate elect their President in 1876, there 
would of necessity be such a change in the 
Senate that the party, having both Houses of 
Congress and fhe Executive, will not hesitate 
to adopt this measure, to which the Southern 
States all look hopefully for deliverance at 
the expense of the North. The assumption 
of the debts ef these ex-Rebel States is one 
of the many perils which threaten the nation 
in case of a return of the Democratic party to 
power.

The fat is, if no one but competent and 
honest men would seek or could be elected 
to office, it would be immaterial whether 
there was any charter or not. But experience 
has shown that legal restrictions are essential 
to protect the public from its own officers, 
and especially is this true in regard to City 
Governments. To the credit of popular 
intelligence be it said there have been 
few instances where the Mayors of 
cities have proved corrupt and unfaithful. 
Certainly, there has never been elected a 
Mayor in this city whose integrity in office 
or whose devotion to the public interest has 
ever been seriously questioned. We do not 
think it likely that any mam who may here- 
after be able to be elected to that office will 
forfeit the esteem of his fellow-citizens by 
proving dishonest. Still, an election is a lot- 
tery, and the people have to take the chances. 
Somebody must be trusted with power, and 
to oppose an amendment of the charter be- 
cause at some time the people may elect a 
dangerots man Mayor, furnishes an equally 
strong reason for not having any Mayor at all, 
or any City Government. The rule of safety 
is to surround the public officers with legal 
restraints; to require of them rigid accounta- 
bility and responsibility ; and to make the 
tenure of.their office dependent on fidelity 
and integrity. 
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THE TRIUMPH OF SOCIAL SCIENCE. 
Drsnalaa forshadowed the present policy 
of the ‘Tory Ministry in a speech made in 
Manchester in April, 1872, when GuiapsTonz 
was at thie height of his power and the Lib- 
erals seemed to have a lease of England for a 
century orso. The shrewd speaker declared 
that sanitary improvement was the great need 
of England, and that the Tories would give it 
to her when England was wise enough to re- 
store them to power. He was taunted with 
having only a policy of the common sew- 
ers” to oppose to the great schemes then 
being fursued by Gzrapstonz, but the 
result has shown that the common sew- 
ers had a charm for the common peo- 
ple, whe were living on undrained strata 
of filth, Once in power, he has followed 
the policy he outlined early in 1872.

Constitution provided the way. The Citi- 
zens’ Association secured the requisite num- 
ber of signatures for a petition to organize 
under a general law. This was the first step. 
It was then thought that the general law, 
which provides for the retention of all the 
provisions of the old city charter not actually 
repealed, was deficient in some of the very 
reforms which have been so universally de- 
manded. The Citizens’ Association, there- 
fore, prepared a bill for amendments to the 
general law to supply these omissions, and 
presented it to the Legislature with the pro- 
vision that, if passed, it be submitied to the 
people for approval or disapproval. This bill 
was printed in the public newspapers when 
it was first presented to the Legislature, and 
invited criticism while there was ample time 
to amend it if there were essentials wrong 
or dangerous. It was not attacked or orit- 
iciged in any quarter until two or three days 
ago, and after it had passed to a third read- 
ing in the House. Then, of a sudden, a 
great humbug hue and cry was raised in cer- 
tain quarters that it is a Twexn bill, conceived 
and prepared in the interest of Hzsixe! This 
was followed by an almost unanimons decla- 
ration against it in the Common Council, and 
a general pressure on the Legislature not to 
pass it. Now why this particular kind of 
tactics ? Why was the bill not attacked when 


first introduced and published? Why at- 


tempt to scare the Legislature from passing it 
when it is only a bill to permit the people to 
vote whether they will adopt the new project 
or not? Is it because the Common Council, 
and the others whose interests are threatened, 
fear to go before the people? Why do they 
oppose the right of the people to vote on it ? 
Are they afraid to let the people choose their 
own form of Municipal Government? It 
would certainly seem so. How can we other- 
wise understand their action ? 

The glaring evils of the present city charter 
are too familiar to need recapitulation. All 
except tax-eaters are agreed upon the neces- 
sity for a change. The only question, then, is 
whether we shall organize under the General 
Incorporation act, or under that act as amend- 
ed by the bill before the Legislature. To 
defeat the bill before the Legislature will de- 
prive the people of this choice, and the Com- 
mon Council hope that the people will vote 
against the general law if the amendments 
are not submitted. Then the present hydra- 
headed despotism will remain,—and that is 
just what they want, and that is the secret of 
their opposition.

If there shall be corruption, extrava- 
gance, incompetency, or neglect under the new 
system, each official will have to answer for 
it, either to the people er in the courts, as 
provided by general act of incorporation. 
The passage of this bill by the Legislature 
simply gives the people of Chicago the privi- 
lege of deciding whether they will adopt the 
proposed reform or not. The only present 
question, therefore, is whether or not the 
people of Chicago shall have this privilege. 

**THERE’S MILLIONS IN IT!* 

The old idea that capital is timid must be 
abandoned. Putting a safe investment on 
the English market is a slow and difficult 
matter, but scalawegs float swindles with ap- 
parentease.

Decatvr, III., March 16.—There are some 
broad principles sbich should govern all legsla- 
tion on the subject of railroads, which, mm the 
present discussion, ought not to be lost sight of. 
‘Mr. Charlies Francis Adams. one of the Railroad 
Commissioner, ot the State of Massachusetts, 
some time ago set forth a theory of evolution 
with regard to railroads and their relations with 
Governments. He detailed four stages im this 
process of evolution, as follows: 1. Abso'utely 
free construction and operation; 2. Legislative 
regulation; 8. Executive control; 4. State 
ownership and operation. ‘Ibe present Railroad 
Commissioners of this State have pronounced 
against the Adams theory of evolu'iou, covtend- 
ing that the extreme of evolution has been 
reached in the present Illinois system, Messrs. 
Pearson, Brown, and Steele that triune whose 
genius in drawing salaries, coscocting 
fictitious suits, and publishing bogus tarffs, 
is so extraordinary, believe im “the 
wisdom and efficacy of our (present) 
law,” and have no doubt that it will become 
an enduring monument of the wisdom and sa- 
gacity of its framers.” It is true that, in this 
respect, they take exactly opposite ground to that 
held by their predecessors.

An Answer to Objections Urged 
Against It. 


How It “Differs from the “Tweed” 
Charter for New York. 


Another Letter from Mr. E. 0, Larned. 


Te the Editor of the Chirage Evenina Journal : 

In your article in Saturday’s paper you refer to 
the Tweed charter for New York, and seem 
to appreheod that the proposed Incorporation 
act for cities, prepared by the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, contains similar provisions to the New 
York law, and affords equal opportunities for 


frauds. 

Permit me to explain the differences between 
the two charters in the points to which you call 
attention, and it will be obvious that the two are 
entirely dissimilar, aod that the vil we are seek- 
ing to pass is not justly subject te objection 
upon avy of the grounds in respect to which the 
New York act was found defective and danger- 
ous : 

The ‘New York charter (as stated im your article) 
cormmiited the entire goverument of the city into the 
hands of four men. In these persons every function 
of publio authority was concentrated. They could 
levy taxes, sppoint ail subordinate officers, prescribe 
ordinances, and also vrevide tor their enforcement. 

In the proposed charter the power to “levy 
takes and ‘prescribe ordinances” is vested 
exciusively in a Common Council composed of 
two branches, each having a check upon the 
other; aod the Mayor and other officers of the 
city are vested with the powers required for the 
administration of their respective decartments, 
and with no others; and the different Com- 
missioners are expressly made subject to the 
ordinances of the city. 

ln the New York charter, The Mayor, of his 
own volition. witbout any Obligation to consuls 
with another buman being, p ssessed supreme 
authority over every administrative officer of the 
City Government.“ 

In the proposed charter, the Mayor can 
appoint mo officer of his own. volition,” 
but, on the contrary. he must obtain the ap- 
proval of the majority of the Board of Coun- 
cilors elected by the city at large on the 
minority principle ; any any oficer whom he re- 
moves can be restored to office by a vote of two- 
thirds of the Board ef Councilors. This method 
of appointing the chief officers of the City Gov- 
ernment by the Mayor, with the approval of the 
Common Council, bas been in practice in our 
city for many years, and has been found to work 
well. The only difference between the existing 
charter and the new one, in this respect, is, that 
the power of approval is vested in the Board of 
Couuvcilors, instead of the Board of Aldermen. 

The New York charter directed each bead of 
department to report direciuly to the Mayor, at 
such times, and in such forms, and under such 
rules, as he should prescribe,” No other trbu- 
ual bad power to compel auy of these officials to 
do this, 

In the proposed cbarter, the Comptroller is 
required to report monthly tothe Common Coun 
eil, not to the Mayor; and his duties and those of 
the City ‘Treasurer are expressly ;/rescribed in 
the act. and are identicaily the same as those 
prescribed by law in the present City Charter, 
from which they have been transferred to the 
new jaw. All the other city officers may be re- 
quired to report to the Common Council at such 
times at is may direct. 

In the New York charter, each head of a 
department was allowed to regulate the appoint- 
ment aud pa of his subordinates.” 

In the proposed charter, the City Council fix 
the amouat to be appropriated for the payment 
of the entire force employed in each department, 
and the beads of departments simply appo:tion 
this amount among their respective employes. 
No other person can so intelligently and ere 
determine the proper amount to be alloted 
to the respective employes as the OCommus- 
sioner in whose service they are, and who is fa- 
miliar with the exact character and extent of 
their labors and responsibilities, By retaining 
withm their own control the amount to be ex- 
penoed in each of the departments, the Common 
Council bave the proper check upon the number 
ef employes, and the amouut of their salaries ; 
and within euch hmit it is manifest that the 
beads of departments are the best persons to be 
instructed with the power to appoint cheir subor- 
dinates, Ia no other way can there be any effi- 
cient system of administration. The salaries of 
all city officers are to be fixed by the Common 
Council. 


In the New York charter, The power to de- 
cide bow much money each department shall | 
expend during the year was vested in the Mayor. | 
He alone was clothed with the power to find out | 
and expose frand, and to impeach the three other | 


persons who, with himself, were vesied with the 
entire powers of the Municipal Government.” 
No one of these dangerous powers is conferred 
upon the Mayor under the proposed charter. 
The Common Council are by it alone vested with 
the power to decide how much money shall be 
raised, eed how much shall be expended, by each 
department. In this respect, as well as in their 
powers to investigate frands and call the city of- 
ficers to count, the City Council will possess 
the same powers, and ail the powers, which it 
now possesses. 
These are all the provisions of the New York 
charter alluded to in your article, and it ia ob- 
vious that the proposed new cbarter contains po 
such powers or provisions, and vone having any 
similerity to them, or which could by any possi- 
bility be attended with the same evil results. 
You eay the bill is wrong in failing to pro- 
vide any adequate method byjwahich the Mayor 
and his heads of departments may be called to 
strict account and punishment in the event of 
maladmunistration.” The new act repeals none 


ef the provisions of the existing City Charter, | 


which have been supposed to afford sufficient 

safezuards for the purpose referred to. If there 

is any defect in this respect in the existing 

a © bas not been brought to our atten- 
on. 

You object also “ that the bill is not complete 
in itself. but retains an indefinite portion of the 
old charter.” Ia this respect the bill is the 
same an that in the General Incorporation act 
for cities now im force, and under which large 
sumbers of cities have organized, aud oo diſh- 
culty has, so faras I am advised, resulted from 
the provision retaining their former laws 
in ferce whenever imceasisient with the 
new law. It would make a gen- 
eral law very cumbe: some aod 
overburdened with details to incorporate mto it 
all the powers which have from time te time 
been invested in our City Government, and it 
was deemed unsafe and unwise to cut adrift en- 
tirely from the past. Difhcu ties would have 
arisen, and embarrassments and losses have 
been occasioned, in respect to municipal obliga- 
tions, powers, and interests, which, in the opin- 
ion of the best-advised and most experienced 
law officers of our city, it would be running s 
very serious risk to incur. The evil to which you 
refer was the lesser evil of the two, and could be 
easily remedied by a new codification of the laws 
ef the city. 

These are all the evils to which you refer, ex- 
cepting the power of ap ent and removal 
vested in the Mayor neads of departments. 
This power I deem essential to the proper admin 
istration of the affairs of — * city. No busi-

I believe I have alluded to objection 
you have made to the bill, it seems 
to me that they furnish no solid ground 
for the disapproval of the measure, and 1 
see po reason to change or may thedif 
opinion I before expressed, that the new Incor- 
poration act is a good bill, and that its adoption 
will prove for the best interest of the tax-pay- 
ers aud for the welfare of the city.

LUMBER. 
Meeting of the Board of Trade. 

A meeting of the Lumberman’s Board of Trade 
was held yesterday afternoon at the rooms on 
South Water street, near Franklin, for the pur- 
pose of taking measures towards the consolida- 
tion of the Board with the Lumberman’s Ex- 
change. Owing to the gale which prevailed all 
day yesterday, only about fifteen members made 
their appearance, and che proceedings were, 
therefore, more or less informal. 

The President, Mr. A. C. Caikins, stated that 
the object of the meeting was to make final 
arrangements for the consolidation of the Board 
with the Lumberman’s Exchange. The Board 

Directors had met the day previous, but had 
arrived at no conclusion. A Directory had now 
to be chosen from the Boards of both Associa- 
tions to make the union complete. 

Mr. Van Schsick moved that a committer of 
five be appointed to recommend thirteen new 
Directors, then the Exchange could meet and 
elect the same number of Directors. The motion 
being carried, the Chairman appointed the follow- 
ing Committee: Meesrs. Street, Van schaick, 
McLaren, Officer, and Bush. 

The mmittee then retired, and, after 
a shot absence, returned and  recom- 
mended the following gentlemen as the Board's 
quota of the Directors of the cousolidated or- 
ganization: A. C. Calsins, M. McDooald C. A. 
Street, Thomas Dean, Alexander Officer, C. C. 
Thompson, George T. Cook, A. A. Carpenter, 
W. E. Strong, H. H. Getty, William Blanchard, 
Johm MoLaren, and 8. A. Irish. The nomina- 
tioas Were uuanimously cnürmed. 

On motion of Mr. Street, the Secretary, Mr. 
Stockbridge, was ivstructed to inform the Lum- 
berman'’s Exchange to take action at once on 
the cunfirmation of the new Directors, and to 
elect their Directors aiso, that the consolida- 
tion might be effected without delay. This con- 
solidation will hereafter be known as the Lum- 
berman’s Exchange, as this organizauon has 3 
charter, while the other had none. 

THE SAGINAW VALLEY. 

No reliable information in regard to the 
amount of logs, old and new,in the Saginaw 
Valley having been received iu this city for some 
time past, aud as such information was needed 
by the lumbermen doing business here to 
assist them in making their calculations for 
this year’s traffic, the Secretary of the 
Lumbermau's Board of Trade 3 short time ago 
directed a letter of inquiry to Messrs. Rust, 
Eaton 4 Oo., the 4. lumber firm in 
naw, requesting them to give such information 
as was at their command. Yesterday he received 
tne following reply, giving ali the information 
needed, which will be of much iuterest to the 
lumber-dealers in this city: 

Saemaw, Mich., March 15.—Groree F. Stockbridce, 
Secretary Lumverman’s Board of rade. — Dran Sm: 
In answer to your letter of Feb. 27, would say: The 
amouut of logs, both new and old, in the Tittabawassee 
River and ali its tributaries, will not exceed 360,0 0,000 
feet, and out of that amount must be taken 
40,009,000 feet which consists largely of logs put 
in three or four years ago, and cannot come to market 
the present which leaves only 320,000,000 feet 
to come out of Tittabawassee River and all its tributa- 
ries daring the season of 1875. The amount of lo 
in Beaver Creek and Bad River will not exceed 60. 
000,000 feet, Out of that amount 20,000,000 feet must 
be deducted that cannot come out, mostly old logs, 
having laid back for three or four years, leaving only 
0,000, 000 feet that can in any event come from those 


rivers, 

The Cass River will not have te exceed 30,900,000 
feet of logs; the Rifle River not over 80,000,000 feet; 
the Au Gray not over 30,000,089 feet; the KawiKaw 
Line, 14,000, 00 feet; and the Swan 1,000,000 
feet,—making in 495,000,000 feet of to be 
brought down our rivers this season, Out of this 
amount must be taken 30,000,000 feet from Rifle and 
Au Gray Rivers that do not come into this valley, but 
will go as usual to other parts of the country to be cut 
up, which will leave us for our mills here only 468, 
00 ½%000 feet, against 574,000,000 feet in the year 1874, 
and 619,000,000 feet for 1878.

A motion was 
to strike out Rule 19, guarding against in 
trading, but received littie support, and the rule 
was approved by a large majority vote. Rules 
20, 21, 22, 23, and 24 were approved. 

Some debate arose on the second section of 
Rule 25, in regard to the deposit of margins. 
Mr. Dunham urged that the banks who took 
these margins on deposit should be required to 
deposit coliateral securities with the Exchange. 
He said he spoke from the depths of a sore 
2 and that, taught by experience, the 

ard should secure its membership from losses 
on account of the failure of the depositaries to 
surrender the margins when called upon. Mr. 
A. M. Wright explained that such 2 rule 
would be impracticable, as no bank 
would put up collateral securities. As much as 
possibis had been done in requiring that bond, 
with good surety, should be given to cover the 
amount of deposits. 

The remaining rules up to the twenty-ninth 
were then approved. An objection’ was made 
to Sec. 2 of Kule 29, which provides that in the 
inspection of distilled spirits the returns should 
be made in exact accordance with the instru- 
ments prescribed by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue for all Upited States Gaugers. Mr. 
Kingsland objected that that was a very variable 
staudard, as the United States Gaugers were ap- 
pointed from political considerations. so there 
was great variety in their gauging, and that the 
instruments used were often changed. His ob- 
jections were overruled, however, and on motion 
Rules 29, 30, and 31, relating to distilled spirits 
and provisions, were approved without a reading 
by sections. 
iuspection of provisions, the cut and packing of 
hog products, the inspection of flour, and the 
by-lawa, were approved as a whole. On motion 
of Mr. A. M. Wright, the entire body of rules 
and the preamble were approved as a whole.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE, 
RESULT OF BOARD-OF-TBADE SPECULATIONS. 

A speculator on the Board of Trade, named A. 
J. Thomas, attempted to commit suicide yester- 
day morning. The brief career of this unfor- 
tunate man in Chicago affords a lesson to that 
large class of people who are forever erowding 
to this city in the hope of attaining sudden 
wealth. Mr. Thomas was formerly a resident of 
Camden, Carroll County, Ind., where he was 
engaged in the banking business. Banking, 
however, in his opinion, was too slow a process 
for the rvultiplication of money, percentage be- 
ing ama. and dividends rare. Hence, about 
three months ago, he removed to Chicago and be- 
gan speculating in grain. He first dealt through 
the commission firm of George 5. Young & Co., 
but. becoming dissatisfied with the low profits, 
transferred his business to A. M. Wright & Co. 
Here he met with some losses, and, in conse- 

ence of his not putting up margins, the firm 
pacer up accounts with him. He then went to 
Lawrence, Morrill & Co., but, misfortune Still 
pursuing tum, left soon after and transacted 
business through George Craig. On Saturday 
of last week he found himself short on 150,000 
bushels of corn and 50,000 bushels of wheat, 
his loss on the former being about $4,000 and on 
the latter from $2,000 to $3,000. Saturday after- 
noon. in a conversation with one of the cierks in 
George Craig s office, he showed a 

SINGULAR INGOHERENCE 
in his language. and an unnaturalvess in his 
looks. Several times be hinted at a fear that 
something awful might happen to him. He 
also seemed greatly depressed from his recent 
losses. His actions bis words on this occa- 
sion created an impression among the gr 
of the office that bis mind was not sound. e 
of them, with whom he was personally intimate, 
called upon him at the Tremont House, where 
he was boarding, Saturday evening, and, 
ceiving that bis brain was seriously aff 
vised one of the hoiel-clerks to 
Camden for Mrs. Thomas. This was 
the lady arrtved Monday evening, accompanied 
A a usband's former partner in the bank, E. 

. Rice. 

Yesterday. morning at about 8 o'clock Mra. 
Thomas went down to breakfast, leaving her 
husband in bed, and, as she supposed, soundly 
sleeping. Only a few minutes afterwards, a 
Board-of-Trade man, a friend of Mr. Thomas, 
called at the hotel and was shown up to his 
room. On ning the door he was horrified at 
seeing Mr. Thomas 

LYING IN A POOL OF BLOOD 
upon the bed, unconscious, while a revolver still 
grasped in his right hand denoted the manner in 
which the rash deed had been performed. Dr. 
McArthur was quickly summoned, and found 
that the ball frow. the revolver had entered the 
unfortunate man's abdomen. Although he has 
not yet succeeded in extracting it, he considers 
that the wound is not necessarily fatal. 

There is no doubt but that the snicide was at- 
tempted in a moment of temporary derangement, 
Owing to the recent losses which Mr. Thomas 
has suffered in his speculations. 

A strange and mournful feature of the affair 
is that Mr. Thomas, was yesterday, by a rise in 
the price of lard, rendered long on that article 
to an extent which would have nearly, if not 
quite, indemnified him for his losses.

THE GLUE FACTORY. 
REPLY TO MB. LOUIS walls LETTER. 
Te the Hditer of The Clacaco Tribune: 

Cao. March 16.—We propose to reply to 
some portions of Mr. Louis Wahl's letter in your 
issue of the 12th inst. We would say it is strange 
Mr. Wahi did not hear of the movement before 
the 10th, as we have been informed by reliable 
parties that the Committee called on the Board of 
Health, and witha Dr. Miller of that body re- 
paired to the Board of Public Works and left a 
note informing Mr. Wahl that a Committee 
from the Sixth Ward wished to see him at the 
Board of Public Works at 10 o’clock on Saturday 
the 6th, but he did not meet them. They sup- 
posed then, and still suppose, that the reason he 
did not meet them was he did not want to sce 
them on that business. Mr. Wahl thought 
there would be no hostility to the rebuilding 
of his works. It is strange, if it is just as Mr 
Wahl says, that there shon i be any opposition. 
We doubt the sincerity of his expression, or we 
should reach the conclusion that the inbabitants 
of the Sixth Ward would know that it was prof- 
itable for them te grow in grease highly per- 
fumed. But they are of age; ask them, and 
they will answer for themselves. He says he 
always wishes to meet his fellow-men more than 
haif-way. We fail to see where he meets us at 
all, only in the way of a dictator, and that, too, 
indicative of the interests of Wahl Bros., at the 
entire expense of the welfare of the people of 
the Sixta Ward, and particularly of those living 
in the immediate vicinity of bis works. 

He further says the Board of Health gives 
him credit for keeping the cleanest place of the 
kind in the city, and also Taz Tune reporter 
in an article written some time ago reaches 
the same conclusion. But we, with all 
due respect to the Board of Health, and also 
Tae Trievune reporter, differ with these gentle- 
men, ag we well know on such occasional visits 
these are not offensive compared with 
what they generally are; and by the way the 
former gentiemen are exceedingly magnanimous 
toward these great deoderizing establishments, 
while the littie ones are ferreted out with an 

xertion which would be a credit to them if used 
in the suppression of those great nuisances on 
our public bighway, where people riding in our 
street-cars must of necessity shield their nostrils 
from the offensive smells that assail them. But 
our Board of Health will not molest these gen- 
tlemen, for reasons best known to themselves, 
as they give Mesers Wahi Bros. the credit of 
having the cleanest place in the city. We sup- 
—— if Mr. Sherwin spoke, most likely he would 
the next cleanest ; next to him, Mitchel; then 
Schoenemann, next Turner, and lastly, 3 
} Ve shed not larger than a good-sized 
hog-pen, south of Archer avenue, between 
Main and Farrell streets, which is a monster for 
its size and age, for it is not quite a year old. 
Should it tive as long as Mr. Wahl’s, namely 
eighteea or twenty years, it would have knocked 
the former entirely in the shade. 

Mr. Wahl says we forget that there are 
1,500,000 hogs killed im this city yearly. Many 
of us, however know this to be a fact, and also 
know that, in the killing of that number of hogs 
in winter or summer either, there «ould not be 
produced as much offensive affluvium as has 
emaoated from what Mr. Wahl calls bis scienti- 
fically conducted glue factory in twenty-four 
hours. 

He says, in one part of his lette:, that there 
was not a particle of truth in the newspaper 
statement which charges his place with being a 
nuisance, but he admits that his place part of 
the tune caused a terrible smell, so we will let 
the public put this and that together, and take it 
for what itis worth. He gays that not once in 
nineteen years have they been before a magistrate 
or had they been cited before the Board of 
Health. We venture the assertion, without fear 
ef contradiction, it was not because there were 
not thousands of opportunities, if the people 
embraced them, which it was their duty to do, 
but we think they were as patient with them as 
the Board of Health, snrely, that is saying 
a great deal, and we verily believe Wahl Brothers 
would not be so patient with us if, bya revolu- 
tion of power, we should have changed places. 

As farasour knowledge reaches, there is no 
more determination to stop Wahl Brothers nui- 
sance than any and all otners, for we regard them 
all as good men and neighbors, but we do pro- 
test against the abominable sme!ls they cause in 
this part of the city by the business they con- 
duct.

dollatu. Now, we presume Wahl Brothers are like 
the 4 of our business men, a little selfish, .

iollow it, and why would it not pay Wahl Bros.

for $1.25 per day ?
